INCOME TO BOOST 


LIVING STANDARDS 


Federal Farm Board Officer 


Points Out Present Ine- 
qualities 


Madison—W)— Improvement of 


rural standards of living hinge upon 
jetter rural educational advantages 
and a larger farm income, James C. 
Stone, vice chairman of the federal 
farm board, said, in an address before 
the American Country Life confer- 
ence here today. 


Pointing- out the inequalities in the 


social strata existing- in rural regions 
of the nation, Mr. Stone said that the 
income per capita-of 10 southern and 
southeastern states in W21 was $369 
and for the rest of the country $877. 


"The 
percentage of illiteracy in the 


nation as a whole is 2 per cent, in 
nine of the southern, cotton and to- 
Dacco states (native white) 6 per 
cent and including- Negroes 13 per 
cent," Mr. Stone said. "Probably the 
jest index as to whether or not 
people can and do read is newspaper 
circulation. In the nation as a whole 
one out of every 3.6 rural inhabitants 
subscribe to newspapers. 
In nine 


southern cotton and tobacco states, 
one out of every 12.7 'and In South 
Carolina one out of every S7.1 rural 
Inhabitants subscribe. 


"These facts seem to me to be con- 


clusive that the standard of living of 
southern farmers is "lower than the 
average of the American farmer. All 
that the American farmer wants to- 
day is an equal opportunity with oth- 
er manufacturers and business men 
as he himself is nothing more or less 
than a manufacturer." 


Turning to the federal farm board's 


program, the speaker emphasized 
that cooperative marketing'Js not" di- 
rected primarily against ragencies 
now handling farm products, but to 
give the, producer control of ,the sale 
of his commodity. 


METHODS OUT OF DATE 


Most of the 
existing marketing 


methods are antiquated so far 
as 


meeting present day needs of pro- 
ducers, he said.

"In failing to give closer attention 


to the sale of their products, farm- 
ers have not kept abreast with times 
in linewwith industrial organization, 
and consolidation which fact has re- 
duced their trading .power to the 
minimum and has, therefore, deduced 
their income and, at the same time 
the buying power of their dollar," 
the speaker said. 


Cooperative marketing, rne said, 


can regulate the time, manner and 
placa of feeding the supply to the 
demand so that the producer will get 
a fair price for His products. Higher 
rural standards jjf living can come 
only 'after,J:h,eL farmer;lias money'in 
the hank and it is the aim of the 
federal farm board" to help film at- 
tain a satisfactory financial status, 
Mrr Stone said.

"It is unfortunate that the board 


is held -responsible, not by farmers in 
most instances, for the present world 
depression and the serious drought 
situation, hut we are not discourag- 
ed," he said. 
"We realive thatjwe 


have made some mistakes and we al- 
so .know that we have done some 
good but neither the farm board nor 
any other agency can. help the agri- 
cultural situation unless the farmer 
iimself does his part."

Neatness is not the only reason 


for giving the garden a thorough 
clean-up .before winter sets in. Th 
control of insests and disease is an 
other far more important reason 
Insecticides and 
fungicides 
alon 


cannot keep these destructive forces 
in check. A few diseases and few 
er insects are carried over in seed 
in roots, and in the soil, but most 
of them pass the winter in trash 
or rubbish, or on the under-foliage 
A final house leaning of the garden 
is, therefore, of utmost importance 
now. 


The tools necessary for this clean- 


up are pruning shears, a sickle and 
an iron rake. Cut out all dead or 
diseased branches. 
Cut back the 


tops of perennials to within two or 
three Inches of the ground. Pull out 
the remains of the annuals by the 
roots. Rake over the surfaces of 
the beds to collect leaves and other 
rubbish. Remove all diseased foliage 
from the rose bushes—the worst of 
all rose disease is black spot and It 
s transmitted by diseased foliage. 


When all the rubbish, clippings 


and 
cuttings have been collected, 


:hey 
should be burned in order to 


sure that the diseases and Insects 


lave been completely destroyed. 


In • the rock garden trim back 


hose plants which spread out "and 
ire likely to get out of bounds. Cut 
ffdead stalks and runners, dig out 
he weeds, and give the rockery a 
general cleanup. The heavy rains 
may 'have washed away some of the 


oil, leaving roots exposed and des- 
roying the original contour. - Fill 
hese crevices and crannies with well 


prepared eoil which contains a goo< 
percentage of gravel. 


Plants which lose their follag 


may be lightly mulched with pea 
moss. 
Those which form compac 


tufts of foliage and are likely to be 
injured by rotting or decay of the 
crowns during winter should receive 
an application of sand or fine broken 
stone to keep them from coming in 
contact with wet soil. The plants 
which have been newly set out this 
fall will require more protection than 
those which have had a season's 
growth. 
Give them a covering o: 


well rotted- manure, litter, leaves 
straw or a combination of them 
Tills covering need not be more 
than two or three Inches deep. 


Give your garden a house clean- 


ing now for it will be much easier 
than to wait until spring.

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MR. HOOVER'S AMERICANISM 
The conception of Americanism laid 


down by President Hoover 'in his 
Kings. Mountain, speech is our concep- 
tion of Americanism 100 per cent. We 
do not think he either overstated or 
understated the principles to which 
this nation must adhere if it is to sur- 
vive and perpetuate human liberty. His 
observations on socialism, communism 
and bolshevism were exactly to the 
point, and show not only the fallacy 
but the futility and folly of each of 
these systems. Of particular signifi- 
cance were his references to Russia: 
"I cannot," he said, "conceive of a 
wholesome social order or a sound 
economic system that does not have 
its roots in religious faith." Also, the 
'president could only have in mind 
Russia when he declared that: "For- 
eign persons and agencies must not be 
permitted to undermine our institu- 
tions." 


The menaces ta American institu- 


tions are from both within and with- 
out. Those from without are chiefly 
the reds. The president's speech raises 
the question again as to this nation's 
attitude toward communists and other 
destructionists. Why should we give 
them asylum when they frankly de- 
clare their purpose to overthrow our 
government? They prate about free 
speech, but if anyone in Soviet "Russia - 
where they come from so much as" crit-J 
Icizes the government, peacefully op- 
poses its form or policies or even 
thinks aloud contrary to the doctrines 
of bolshevism, he is fortunate if he 
escapes with his life. Why tolerate 
these cankers and cancers? Why not 
expel them all body and breeches and 
let them go back to Godless, faithless 
Russia and the degradation of Soviet 
tyranny? 


There are variations of the American 


system, all founded on representative 
government in some degree, but the 
three systems to which the present 
took exception are all despotisms. In 
them the individual counts for noth- 
ing. 
There is -freedom of neither 


speech, press nor thought. The sub- 
ject becomes a mere machine, an au- 
tomaton. He can never rise above the 
dead~level set-by the tyranny which 
presides over him. He can never give 
expression to his ideals, ambitions and 
desires. He can never find an outlet 
for the forces within him that deter- 
mine and measure'all social process. 


-The president warns against our in- 


ternal as well as our external perils. 
He warns that the American system 
can be preserved -only by protecting 
the many against exploitation by the 
few, by preserving equal opportunity 
to all, By keeping in check the greed 
and power of special interests, by main- 
taining individual freedom against ex- 
cessive encroachment by the state. All 
of these things against which the presi- 
dent warns exist to some extent in 
the body politic. 
Occasionally they 


reach serious proportions, as they did 
duriag the Harding administration 
and as they are doing today in 
some departments of public adminis- 
tration, in the courts, in high finance, 
in industrial relations. It is of vital 
importance that these evils be opposed,- 
exposed and suppressed, but it is also 
important that they be not exaggerated 
beyond their real state and signifi- 
cance. We have groups of politicians 
that magnify them out of all propor- 
tion to their reality and politicians who 
minimize them and are .indifferent to 
their consequences. 
We also have 


politicians 
who would 
surrender 


the country to these menacing in- 
fluences 
and 
Tie have politicians 


who would turn the nation over 
to social despotisms. 
Between the 


two lies the true course of Ameri- 
can destiny Mr. Hoover charts it Tilth 
unerring- accuracv-. He is at his best 
in this kind of public discussion. His

Kings Mountain speech is a refreshing 
contribution to the flood of loose think- 
ing on government and social economy 
that is sweeping the world today anji 
that threatens to destroy men's bear- 
ings. It is an' antidote to specious 
doctrines, radicalism and reaction alike. 


START WITH THE COURTS 
A committee of the American Bar 


association, appointed to study law- 
less methods of law enforcement, re- 
cently made this report concerning po- 
lice brutality. "We can only say that 
the 'third degree' in the sense of rigid 
and severe examination of men under 
arrest by police officers or prosecuting 
attorneys or both is in use almost ev- 
erywhere, if not everywhere, in the 
United States." There is nothing in 
that remark that has not been suspect- 
ed by most people who devote any 
thought to such things; but the state- 
ment is disturbing enough, in all con- 
science, and it probably will be the 
jumping-off place for a new campaign 
against third-degree methods every- 
where. 


Now the third degree is a disgrace 


to civilization and deserves no defense. 
But while we are campaigning against 
it, we might as well look a little farther 
and figure out just what it is that 
causes the third degree to be so gen- 
erally used. Policemen and prosecu- 
tors, to begin with, are no more bru- 
tal than the rest of us. Some of them 
are hard-boiled and a very few are 
down-right cruel, but in the main they 
are pretty representative citizens, as 
decent and kind-hearted as their jobs 
will let them be. Why, then, does the 
ordinary man who is arrested as a sus- 
pect in a crime take it for granted that 
he will be kicked and cuffed and 
bruised and whipped when he reaches 
the station house? 


The real reason probably lies, not 


in the police station, but in the courts 
of justice. The average policeman is 
cynical about courts. He sees notori- 
ous rogues go into court and come off 
scot free because of the machinations 
of clever lawyers, the interminable de- 
lays of legal procedure, the favoritism 
of judges, the intimidation of juries or 
the connivance of unscrupulous court 
attaches. He knows that arresting a 
criminal is much easier than convicting 
him. 
He knows that there are often 


k wheels within wheels in his city's legal 
machinery. 


So it has become a police axiom 


that the case against a suspect is hard- 
ly complete without a signed, sworn 
confession; and it is the eagerness to 
get this confession—born of the sad 
knowledge that without it the best case 
in the world may fall through—that 
causes the third degree. All of this, 
of course, does not form, an excuse. No 
language is strong enough to condemn 
the practice of torturing prisoners in- 
to making confessions. 
But under- 


standing this background may help us 
in the task of eliminating the third de- 
gree. Concentrating our energies on 
the courts might do more good than 
simply calling policemen names. 


TOO MANY-LAME DUCKS 


At least five United States senators 


and more than 20 representatives have 
lost out in state primaries and will not 
have a chance to run for re-election. 
Others who won nominations may lose 
out on election day. The inference is 
that they are unsatisfactory to their 
constituents. Yet they will remain in 
office, with opportunity to vote on im- 
portant legislation, for 13 more months. 
This situation is obviously bad. If there 
are real issues in any campaign, they 
have too much time to fade from the 
public mind before the lame ducks get 
out of congress and the people's newly 
chosen representatives get in. 


The evil of the system has long been 


recognized, and various efforts have 
been made to do something- about it. 
The proposed Norris amendment to the 
constitution would end the lame duck 
sessions. It has been favorably acted 
upon by the senate three times, but 
never gets a fair hearing in the house. 
That amendment would enable the 
president to take office immediately af- 
ter election, and newly elected sena- 
tors and representatives to take their 
seats in the following session after 
their election. 


It is only too easy to see why some 


legislators continue to snub this re- 
form. It is not so easy to see why the 
public is so indifferent to it If the 
public rose in its wrath and demanded 
an end to lame ducks, congress would 
3-ield to pressure and put the proposed 
amendment properly before the nation.

On October 9. 1701, "~Eale' University^ then 


known as the Collegiate1 School of Connecticut, 
received its charter from the 'Colonial Assembly 
and -was formally opened at Saybrook. 


For 60 years before the opening of the new 


school the people of Connecticut had been send- 
ing: their sons to Harvard. In. 1701, a group of 
10 of the principal ministers. Harvard gradu- 
ates, formally founded a collegiate Institution 
by the gift of books for a library and -were sub- 
sequently given a charter. 


The trustees, Jn "order to obtain the support of 


the towns on the Connecticut river, voted to 
establish it at Saybrook, "as the most conven- 
ient town for the present." 


In 1716, in the face of much dissatisfaction, 


the school "was moved to New Haven and perma- 
nently located there. A wooden building was 
erected where Osborn Hall now stands, and was 
formally opened at commencement in 1718, when 
the name of Tale College was adopted in honor 
of Elihu Tale, who had made large gifts to the 
school.

SO THIS IS FORTY?—IT WON'T 


BE LONG NOW. 


To all the boys and girls who 


have yet to pass 40 my sympathy 
and best wishes. Tou must not feel 
too bad ahout it. I didn't say badly, 
so If it-appears *hat way I want 
everybody to know it was not of my 
doing. I think my fortieth birthday 
anniversary was the saddest I've 
ever had, even tho the lemon me- 
ringe pie, which I always insist on 
having for my birthday, was Just as 
good aa mother used to make. But 
you know how it is—or rather you 


lLH you'live to see 40. Tou may 


not believe It, for you-^an't junder- 
standJlt^yet, but the fortieth birth- 
day anniversary is much more pain- 
ful and melancholy than, any subse- 
quent one, at least I found it so. Of 
course I haven't finished my allot- 
ment yet. 


Now by right a man or woman at 


40 ought to be in the very prime of 
life, 
never so fit physically and 


mentally. How very few of us axe! 
Nay, by that tune a lot of us are 
beginning to curl up to die. The offi- 
cial figures tell the sad story: From 
65 to 85 per cent of all deaths in the 
United States after the age o£ 35 
are chargeable to one or another of 
these eight causes, namely, tubercu- 
losis, heart disease and cancer—in 
order of frequency, so far—and then 
in varying freguency diabetes, apo- 
plexy, nephritis, pneumonia, acci- 
dents. 


The study of the standard exam- 


ination blanks used for making peri- 
odic health examinations gives one 
a fajr conception of the foolishness 
of such formality, I think. A regu- 
lar physical examination, such as 
any doctor gives any patient who 
consults him about any impairment 
of health, is not only worth while 
but quite essential for proper diag- 
nosis and treatment of whatever 
aQg tha patient. That's the only kind 
of examination I should seek if I 
myself were to submit to a "health 
examination," and I should not per- 
mit any -doctor to put all the bla-bla 
questions about my club, religion, 
social affairs, unless my complaint 
happened to be of a nature to re- 
quire the doctor's concern or advice 
about such matters. In short, the 
whole health examination idea is, in 
my judgment, silly and a waste of 
the Ghent's money.

Classing the laugh of skepticism 


of all the ages as the echo of 
Sarah's laughter after the angel of 
God promised her that she should 
bear a son, Rev. Utts, decried the 
scoffing at the 
miracles of the 
Bible. 


"They say the garden of Eden 


was only a fable, that the ark was 
never built, that the pillar of fire 
was only the northern lights, that 
the 10 plagues of Egypt were only 
a brilliant specimen of jugglery, 
that Jacob's ladder was only hori- 
zontal and picturesque clouds, that 
the destruction of the first born 
of Egypt was only infantile paralysis 
become epidemic, that the gullet of 
the whole by positive measurement 
Is too small to swallow a person, 
that the resurrection of .Christ was 
only a beautiful tableau—there isn't 
a part of the Bible that hasn't been 
derided by the skepticism of the 
flay," he said. "And yet we know 
that the Bible has been comforting 
to many, that children love its 
stories, and that It still has the larg- 
est circulation of any 
book ever 
printed,"

He spoke of the disparaging At- 


titudes of Bishop Colenso, Herbert

Infested By Corn Borer 


Washington —(#)-- An area of 


more than 200,000 square miles em- 
bracing sections of New England 
and the Great Lakes states now has 
been Infested by the European corn 
borer after IS years of its invasion. 


The borer, which In the regions of 


Its most severe Infestation has oc- 
casioned! corn crop losses ranging 
from 25 to 60 per cent, has spread 
In spite of all efforts to control it. 
Originally it was discovered near 
Boston in 1917. The exact date of 
its importation, probably through 
raw broom corn from Hungary and 
Italy, Is not known. 


From Boston, as the first center 


of infestation, the borer spread, over 
a large portion of :Tew England and 
eastern Long Island, Involving an 
area of approximately 18,225 square 
miles. 
It caused severe economic 


losses to sweet corn, field cor_i, vege- 
tables and commercial flowers in 
portions of eastern and southern 
Massachusetts and adjacent portions 
of Rhode Island. 


Outlining the scope of the Invasion, 


Lee Strong, chief 6f the bureau of 
plant quarantine and control, said 
the borer was discovered two years 


later In eastern New York, then in 
western New Tork, and in the Bum- 
mer of 1921 In townships bordering 
Lake Erie In Ohio, Michigan and 
Pennsylvania. 


Since then Strong said, the corn 


border has spread to Include ~pprox- 
Imately 189,783 square miles, in Ver- 
mont, western Massachusetts, New 
Tork, Pennsylvania, West Virginia. 
Ohio, Indiana, and 
Michigan, to- 


gether with scattered Infestations In 
New Jersey.

police system in America which 
causes this—our New York depart- 
ment, is free of politics anil is work- 
ing effectively. The Important dif- 
ference in Europe, as I observe it, 
is that the judiciary is entirely free 
from politics and there is in Eng- 
land an entirely different public at- 
titude, toward law enforcement. Sen- 
tences are not unduly long or severe, 
but there Is an absolute unfailing 
certainty of arrest and conviction. 


"At Scotland -Yard they told me 


they had only four unsolved murders 
on their books. They told me confi- 
dently that they would solve them' all 
and I have no doubt they will. It is 
not that the Scotland Yard detectives 
are supermen. Their success, is due 
to their, system of keeping records, 
gathering- Information and achieving 
a high degree of specialization in all 
fields of crime. They are.not doing 
anything that we couldn't do in this 
country. It is a high degree "of in- 
telligent organization which enables 
them to .win over the criminal. There 
is highly systematized cooperation 
between Scotland Yard and all bo- 
roughs, municipalities and other po- 
litical units. They have simply set 
up working machinery.

'.'COPS" HOLD RESPECT 


'This," of course applies to catch- 


ing criminals after the crimes are 
committed. As to the lower ratio of 
crime in England, one begins to un- 
derstand it when he sees a-- police- 
man raise his hand for a "traffic sig- 
nal or to half pedestrians at a street 
Intersection.

Appointed for life, the idea that he 
should ever be ^anything other than 
a judge seemed to him shocking. To 
the Englishman It Is inconceivable 
that there should be a hint or sug- 
gestion of politics in judicial appoint- 
ments or conduct. Their judiciary is 
free from politics. Their' judges are 
highly respected and-their swift, un- 
influenced decisions are subject to 
no entanglements involving their ad- 
vancement or their political careers.

and competent men—not diverted by 
the money lure; these men enforce 
the law honestly and intelligently;

Black Creek—During the past five 


years, Mrs. Walter A. BJake, town of 
Cicero, has proved herself to be one 
of the most successful raisers of 
geese in her neighborhood. She at- 
tributes a great proportion of her 
success to her early home training. 
Her record this year Is a flock of 
43 geese from 50 goslings hatched. 


Mrs. 
Blake hatched her goslings 


under clucks and one brood under 
each of her breeders. She kept the 
goslings near the house and fed 
them breed until a week old. 
At 


that age she began feeding- bran and 
continued1 that feed for a month. 
From bran she changed to barley 
as their regular feed up to Oct. 1. 
She is now finishing her flock on 
corn and will have the birds ready 
for the Thanksgiving market. Al- 
falfa and clovers, however, were the 
chief feeds of the growing birds. 


As soon as the broods were old 


enough for the change, Mrs. Blake 
put them in a patch of alfalfa con- 
taining three quarters of an acre. 
A lane connected the alfalfa patch 
with a supply of water in the farm 
yard. As often as the gosling filled 
up on alfalfa they marched up to 
the puddle In the yard and- into it 
for a bath Inside and1 outside. The 
bath -was followed by a rest period. 
This program was repeated several 
times during the day. 


When the alfalfa began to get short 


on account of the drought and con- 
stant nipping, Mrs. Blake drove her 
flock Into a large 
pasture field, 


down a lane, some distance from 
the house. As the pasture was an 
improvement over that In the small 
patch, the geese did not have to 
be shown the way a second time. 


After the usual commotion in the 


yard In the morning such as settling 
disputes, splashing, and Instinctively 
trying their wings and calling to 
other flocks to join them In the fall 
trip south, the geese organize and 
start down the lane for pasture at 
eight o'clock. After filling up 
the 


flock returns to the yard for liquid 
refreshments, a rest, and a confer- 
ence. The same program starting at 
two o'clock Is repeated In the after- 
noon. 


Mrs. Blake said that geese are the 


most interesting kind of poultry that 
can be raised on a farm, one of the 
least troublesome kinds if reared in 
an inclosure, and one of the least ex- 
pensive as their feed Is chiefly grass- 
es.

testing of cows or herds for butter- 


fat content of milk la made by the 
fanners themselves and that they de- 
pend entirely upon tbo teats of the 
dealers to whom they deliver their 
milk. The tests on milk bills covered 
by tho Investigation ranges from the 
lowest, 3 per cent to the highest, 4.9 
per cent 


In cases where farmers are paid 


for the milk on a butterfat basis, the 
farm prices have dropped from 53 
cents per pound for .butterfat 
in 


March 1929 to 40.4 cents at the pres- 
ent time. 


Owing to the drouth, shortage of 


pasture, and light feeding, tho flow 
of milk has dropped oil from 60 to 
V3 per cent. Fearing a shortage In 
the winter and next spring farmers 
are saving as much as 
their feed.

is the great nebula In Andromeda. 


Whoever first noticed it 
estab- 


lished a world's record for far see- 
ing that can never be broken with 
the eye alone. 
This 
remarkable 


nebula appears In the east in the 
evenings of October. It is easy to 
find. 
look first for the square of Peg- 


asus in the eastern sky; its cor- 
ners are marked by .four bright 
stars. Suppose now that the square 
represents the bowl of a very large 
flipper and look toward the left for 
the handle. 


This dipper figure of seven bright 


stars is not usually included- among: 
the selestial dippers. The descrip- 
tion Is given formally only to the 
Great Dipper and the Little Dipper 
in the north and to the inverted 
"Milk Dipper in the southern sky. 
But It is a creditable dipper of its 
kind and directs the eye to the neb- 
ula. <• 


Look now at the second star in 


the handle of. this dipper figure. 
Just above the "bright! star and near- 
ly in line with it are' two fainter 
stars. A little above the upper one 
and to the right there is a faintly 


luminous hazy patch. This Is the 
great nebula in Andromeda. 


The enormous distance of this 


object became known only 
five 


years ago when it was measured at 
the Mount "Wilson observatory. The 
distance is 900,000 light years. 


To find its equivalent in miles we 


must multiply 
186,284 miles, 
the 


-speed of light per second, by 
31,- 


500,000, approximately the number 
of seconds in a year, and then again 
by nearly a million. The result Is 
not far from 
6,000,000,000,000,000,- 


000 miles. 


To the naked eye the Andromeda 


neoula is merely a dim glow. Pho- 
tographs with' powerful telescopes 
show it" as a flat spiral structure 
presented obliquely to us. It is the 
largest and brightest of the spiral 
nebulae. 


The spirals are huge aggrega- 


tions of stars far more remote than 
the stars which form our constella- 
tions And even far 
beyond the 


Milky Way.

'Nevr Jersey. 


Such speculation becomes actually 


exciting to many persons as they 
attempt to forecast the 1932 cam- 
paign on the basis of what already 
has been happening in the nomina- 
tion .and election campaign of 1930. 


The two parties in the various 


states have been fixing up plat- 
forms and nominating candidates for 
\ this year's elections, with all kinds 


of interesting results. In 1932 they 
'will meet in national 
convention, 


each to select a presidential candi- 
date and to devise a campaign plat- 
form. Right now it appears as if 
there might be heavy fighting at 
both -conventions.

Cleveland, 0.—A model community 


" now being developed by John D. 


Rockefeller, Jr., at Forest Hills, his 
famous father's picturesque old es- 
tate here, is a home lovers' fairyland 
transformed into reality. 


One thousand fireproof dwellings 


equipped with very modern conven- 
iences, a $750,000 office, store and 
apartment building, beautiful wind- 
ing boulevards, a transportation sys- 
tem, a recreation center and every- 
thing else that goes to make up a 
complete residential city is planned 
TO. the 400-acre tract. 


The housing development will be a 


Rockefeller mo'nument in memory 
of the many pleasant hours father 
and son spent on the old estate lo- 
cated in East Cleveland and Cleve- 
land Heights, 
suburbs adjoining 


Cleveland on the east. It was the 
elder oil king's summer home until 
the large house burned several years 
•ago. 


IS OBJECT LESSON 
'The new city is Intended primarily 
for the younger executives and pro- 
fessional classes. It is the hope of 
Rockefeller that it will serve as an 
educational object lesson to other 
wealthy men, showing them how to 
invest their money to help the hous- 
ing situation and place more families 
in their own homes. 
However, there is nothing that 


savors of charity about the project. 
Homes are priced at from $25,000 to 
§40,000. Buyers must make down 
payments of 15 per cent of the total, 
and are given 15 years to complete

Hughes went 
out of the commissioner's office over 
two years ago as a result of popular 
clamor when his "wide open town" 
policy flooded the city with crooks. 
-"William Hale Thompson gives ev- 
ery indication of an intense desire 
for a fourth term which would make 
him Chicago's world's fair mayor. 
This makes him touchy on the mat- 
ter of police activity, Inasmuch as 
the Chicago public is restive under 
existing crime conditions. 


The Alcock regime Is not yet four 


months old. Yet in that tune gang- 
sters have managed to steal a confi- 
dential police document right out of 
a locked desk In the detective bureau, 
where the 
city's high powered 


sleuths congregate. They censored 
a'police list of "public enemies" to 
cut out 10 Capone gunmen, and have 
enjoyed a fairly unmolested run of 
the town. 


HIT GOLD COAST 


Now bandits have functioned on 


the city's gold coast, within a stone's 
throw of I/ake Shore Drive and Its 


^hundreds of passing cars— picking 
Kthe mayor's wife as a victim. This 
bhas brought home to "Big Bill" the 


thought that his town has a crime 
problem. Likewise it has emphasized 
the fact that stick-up men, forgotten 
in the fight on gangsters, are oper- 
ating on a big- scale again with 
nightly toll approaching the -fifty 
mark. As a new wrinkle, bandits in 
two cases adopted the practice of kil- 
ling their victim because he didn't 
have enough money to suit them. 


Circumstances surrounding 
the 


hold-up of the mayor's^wife are so 
strange that they give rise to a hint 
of a plot. Previously jams had been 
spread that gangland was raising a 
§1,000,000 fund to get Commissioner 
Alcock. This had led to the hint 
that they resorted to -&n attack on 
Mrs. Thompson as a, sure fire meth- 
od of getting results. The commis- 
sioner said that he was Investigat- 
ing this theory. 


The police department in Chicago 


is a creature of politics. It long has 
been considered a personal arm of 
the party in power, and its every ac- 
tion dominated by political consider- 
ations. The <?present 
commissioner 


trying to get results, has not al- 
ways been most tactful. At the same 
time his promises of reorganization 
and action against inefficient gener- 
al officers have not often been pos- 
sible of delivery owing to the nice- 
ties of politics.

commodity rates apply on metal 
containers and in.other, class rates 
are the deciding factors. With the 
effective date of the orders in both 
investigations near, the fourth class 
rates now applying on such contain- 
ers in the most important market 
territories will automatically be in- 
creased to the fourth class rates 
prescribed by the commission.

Cool Nights, Is Warning 


Madison—If people 
would, dur 


ing this fall 
weather, 
acclimate 


themselves to cool nights and would 
stop shutting up every crack and 
crevice, they would be In much bet- 
ter health during the winter. 


Tho Educational committee of the 


Stato Medical society today declares 
that most of the colds which people 
in northern climates suffer 
from, 


are not the results of cold weather 
but are due to too much coddling 
of the system. In a bulletin Issued 
today entitled, "What can bo done 
to further decrease the number of 
deaths during the whiter months?" 
the. Medical society asks people to 
exercise as they do during the sum- 
mer months. 


"The 
prevention of common colds 


bronchitis and tonsillitis, and the 
proper kind of treatment for these 
ailments when they first appear," 
declares the Medical society's bulle- 
tin, "will aid materially in prevent- 
ing a great amount of serious Illness 
and deaths resulting from respir- 
atory diseases. 
Pneumonia, which 


is fatal to one out of every four or 
five people who get it, could be pre- 
vented In a large number of cases if 
the severe cold, which is usually one 
of the first symptoms, is properly 
taken care of. 


"Winter time In our climate Is 


looked on as a season of discomfort, 
rubbers, coughs, colds and pneu- 
monia and as a result many people 
make every possible effort to shut 
winter out by staying Indoors in 
overheated, poorly vent'lated rooms. 
It is generally conceded that we do 
our best work during the winter 
months, and certainly no tonic is 
more effective than fall and winter 


air which Is essential to the best hu- 
man effort 
It should be taken lib- 


erally In the open air by day and 
through the raised window by night. 


"To prevent respiratory diseases 


the body machinery should bo kept 
In good order at all times. 
This 


means wholesome food, in proper 
amounts, plenty of sleep, proper 
elimination, the taking of regular 
exercise in the open air, keeping 
the body clean, keeping- the mouth 


and nose clean, and avoidance of 
hot, 
stuffy roomg and needless ex- 


posure to wet and cold. 


"Children with severe colds, bron- 


chitis, and tonsllitis, especially v/hen 
accompanied by a fever, should be 
kept In bed. They are not permit- 
ted to attend school and should be 
kept away from public gatherings. 
It is economy for anyone with a 
severe cold to go to bed for a few 
days. Recovery will be more rapid, 
danger of complications will be ma- 
terially lessened, and much needless 
exposure of other persons will be 
avoided."

Go A Her Northern Pike

Most of us like to think cf going 


'fish'ing 'in the balmy days of spring 
when all nature to waking,up and 
when the days are getting longer 
and pleasanter as time goes1 on. But 
if'you want to catch northern pike, 
and bigiones, right now Is the prop- 
Se't'time to look them up. They are 
•feeding up in preparation ,of the 
coming winter when natural 
feed 


will .be scarcer. 
They consume 


great quantities of minnows in their 
natural element but as cold weather 
comes on the little fellows seek the 
shallow creeks ;and the big'cannibals 
are hard', put to get a square meal. 
. I was privileged to look at a catch 
.made during this last week ;that 
just about beat any I have'partici- 
pated in making, or even in seeing 
before this season. They had eight 
fish, all northern pike. The. largest 
•weighing ten and a half pounds,' 
the next In size, eight and a half, 
and five others over five pounds 
each. 
,The captors 
drove' to -"Wood's 


Lake, two miles above Twin Bridge 
on the': Peshtigo river. From there 
they: proceeded over onto; the river 
where Paus keeps his boats for .fish- 
ermen. They 'did their fishing about 
the sunken shags and tree stumps 
mostly outside of' the entrance' to 


one of the sloughs that bring their 
sluggish. waters, Into the main riv- 
er.

Every one who .fishes knows how 


to best use the artificial plug's, but 
not all know how to use live bait's, 
to be sure of getting the fish when 
one strikes. A harness is best for 
tne reason that the minnow is held 
in , a proper -position, and also the 
hook is kept where it belongs. 
- When a big pike strikes do not be 
in. a hurry to set the hook. If you 
do the chances are' good that you 
,-wJll not set it. He'will mouth the 
bait, start off for a short distance, 
and if-:"it suits him he will swallow 
it. •'• Then, sock/it to him and you 
will get him. 


Naturally, In...using an 
artificial 


lure the moment it touches the 
mouth of a fish, he detects Its nature 
and immediately ejects it. Not so 
with the live 4ure, however. Hence, 
give him plenty of time when using 
the latter. After he has made his 
customary run you will be safe in 
striking -him.
